School Report. 


OF THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1902. 

As required by law, we respectfully submit the following report: 

The past year there has been three different schools maintained 
in our school district. But on account of the new law requiring 
all scholars attending school to be vaccinated, together with 

scarlet fever, our schools were badly broken up. 

Two terms of school have been kept in each of three divisions: 
The Village, North Grantham and Dunbar Hill. One in summer 
of ten weeks each; and a fall term of twelve weeks at the Village; 
eleven weeks at North Grantham. While Dunbar Hill has had two 
different teachers teaching eight and seven weeks each. Five dif- 
ferent teachers have been employed, all of which—with the excep- 
tion of one employed in the summer—have done good, conscien- 
tious work. We think the scholars generally have worked in har- 
mony with their teacher, and thereby have been benefited. 

We can look back over seven or eight years of school work and 
see quite an advance on educational lines, even here in our little 
town of Grantham; and I believe there are still better things in 
store for those that will put their shoulder to the wheel and PUSZ.

Report of Board of Health. 


. The Board of Health will not undertake to give in this brief 
report all the words of criticism which has been heaped upon them 
in the discharge of their duties. The first of the year we undertook 
to perform our duties as the law ‘required, in regard to all school 
children being vaccinated before attending school; after much 
opposition and “kicking” by some of the parents, we succeeded. “7he 
small-pox will never come to Grantham’ croaked some of the ‘“zuzse 
ones”. | 


Then came the scarlet fever (from, no one knows where) six 
cases in all, one of which proved fatal; that of little Bessie Tobine. 
_ We were fortunate in stopping the disease without its spreading 
any farther, but hardly had the last echo of scarlet fever died 
away before small-pox broke out in Sargent’s lumber camp, and at 
this writing we have seven cases at the pest house in Croydon, 
attended by Dr. Hanaford, and “still there are more to follow.” 

The camp is under strict quarantine and everything is being 
done to stop the disease. 

In the early fall Mr. Tyrrel, one of the Board moved away, 
so the duties fell on two of us. 


We thank all who have stood by us in these trying times and for 
encouragement given us. If we are “smart” and try to show our 
“authority” we endeavor to do our duty, but it is hard some times 
to tell what ones duty is, for we are only human.
